6 Wesee secret of egg cookery lies 
in the simple principle, which ‘is 
a rule with all protein foods, never 
to’ cook them at a high temperature, 
as heat toughens and hardens pro- 
tein foods. Eggs, being the most 
delicate of these foods, should have 
especial care in cooking. When we 
speak of eggs as boiled hard or soft, 
we do not mean bofed at all. Eggs 
will cook hard at 170 to 180 degrees, 
depending upon the length of time 
to which they have been subjected 
to the heat. Hggs to be cooked in the 
shell, if desired hard, should be placed 
in-a saucepan, using one pint of 
boiling water for each egg that is of 
room temperature when put into 
the water; if taken from the ice 
chest, more boiling water will be 
needed to cook the egg. Cover
